As a supporter of the Christ Church Mission in Elboya 
Heights project - the Bishop named our Farish Hall "St, Fhilip 
the Evangelist" when turning the sod on June 12 - you will be 
happy to know that the contract for its construction has been 
let, The successful tenderer, Walter Construction Ltd, bid 
$40,507.00. Seven other companies submitted bids that were from 
about four to nearly fifteen percent higher than the accepted 
one. Our contractor, who is recommended without qualification 
by our architect, has undertaken to have the building completed 
by not later than November 30, although we hope that he will 
be able to turn it over to us sometime before that date, 


You will notice that the accepted bid involves some- 
what more money than we anticipated it might. Despite this fact 
we feel that we will be getting our money's worth, particularly 
when it is considered that the extra money represents the cost 
of including a basement to house the heating, storage facilities 
and the washroom, thereby giving us much more flexibility on the 
main floor. To the cost of the building we have also to add the 
architect's fee which will be approximately 32,000.00. When 
everyone is back from holidays - even in the meantime - we will 
take steps to gather the necessary additional pledges. 


We are happy to state now that Mr. C. Grant Elliott, 
432 - 48 Avenue S.W. (Phone 33891) has consented to act as 
building fund treasurer. Mr. Elliott will be contacting each 
one of you who has been so kind as to promise to support the 
project. 


At this time the Building Comnittee would like to 
register its appreciation of the efforts of the canvassers who 
contacted all the persons in our district who we considered 
might be interested in our project. We would like also to acknow- 
ledge the support and advice afforded us by the Bishop, Canon 
Crump, and the Wardens and Vestry of Christ Church. Last, but 
certainly not least, we want to thank our own Women's Auxiliary 
for their fine assistance. We anticipate with pleasure the con- 
tinued support of all these persons and we are sure all will 
ES opes to the completion and occupation of our new building 
this fall.

You will be interested to know now that we plan to conduct a 
family-by-family building fund canvas in more than one 
hundred and fifty anglican homes here in our neighbourhood. 
We expect to start the canvas on April 15, and, if successful, 
to have working drawings prepared and cali for tenders so 
that we will be able to ask Bishop Calvert to break ground 
for the new building late in June. 


By early May we must have raised from amoungst ourselves as 
much as possible of the $38,000 that the architects think it 
will cost to build and furnish our Parish Hall. We know that 
if we need it the Diocese will lend Christ Church $10,000 (at 
2%, repayment to start in two years) to be spent on this 
project and that Christ Church itself will expend a sum not 
to exceed $15,000 as such expenditure is necessary. Never- 
theless, the building will be for our own use and benefit so 
ours is the responsibility for doing all we can, collectively 
and as individuals, to ensure its coming to be. j 


Ne will be more specific about this in anothér memorandum 
that we plan to send to you in ten days, but, with regard to 
pledges (which normally run for three years), do you realize 
that a $200 pledge works out to only $1.25 a week? 


May we expect to have the pleasure of your fellowship and the 
benefit of your advice on Sunday morning?

A Messag@from The Bishop 


My dear People: 


When our Synod resolved to embark upon 
the yearly Visitation and Canvass we really 
undertook to build our Budget on the basis of 
consultation and goodwill. 

The Visitation undertaken last Autumn was 
the best so far. Many more people were con- 
tacted than previously and the whole emphasis 
was upon — “More people interested in pray- 
ing, working, and giving”. 

You will be glad to know that many parishes 
have made generous overpayments on their 
1954 Apportionments. I would say that, on the 
whole, the financial picture for the Diocese is 
very bright. 

Not all our parishes have given their utmost 
support to the yearly Every Member Visitation 
and Canvass, but I believe that we are getting 
closer to the goal that was set by our Synod 
in 1953. 

I believe that the visits to this Diocese of 
the Rev. K. I. Koshy and the Rev. E. V. Mathew 
from India, and Bishop Yashiro, the Rev. Paul 
Ogasawara, the Rev. H. J. McSherry and the 
Rev. C. Powles from Japan, had much to do 
with our financial success. It is my hope that 
the Rev. and Mrs. K. I. Koshy will visit the 
Diocese in June and July of this year. 

When consideration is given to this Budget 
in Vestry and Congregational meetings it must 
be borne in mind that this is a Minimum 
Budget — there is no padding here at all. 
The only way we can hope to do our work 
is that our people should remember the word 
of the Lord — “What do ye more than others?” 

The Synod of the Diocese will meet in June 
and among the important matters to be dis- 
cussed will be the Financial Statement and the 
Report of the Every Member Visitation and 
Canvass Committee. I hope that there will be 
full representation present from your parish.

In the spring would you like to see se building our Swi Anglican Parish Hall=== 
a hall wetll be able to start using in the fall for Church and Sunday School 
and mid-week activities? 


Taking the liberty of acting on your behalf, a five man committee, named at a 
meeting attended by twenty~five or thirty of the men in our district (which 
we consider as including Elboya, Elboya Heights, Brittania and Stanley Park) 
who had indicated that they were interested in such a proposal, worked up and 
pat to the Christ Church vestry, then to Bishop Calvert, a plan that envisages 
starting on such a hall when the frost leaves the ground. 


This will be a Christ Church Mission project. We ourselves, the residents 

of this district, will be reponsible for working out what we want and how we 
want it to operate, but we will work through and under the supervision of the 
Christ Church vestry. Our building site, three lots, is on the southeast core 
ner of the intersection of 49th Avenue and Sixth Street S.W., directly south 
of Elboya School. It is anticipated that the hall will serve Christ Church 
parishioners and other Anglicans and interssted persons living within a half 
mile (and in some cases one mile or more) radius. Ultimately we hope to add 
other units to this first one. 


,What do we plan to build now? The Church architects propose a one-story 
building of contemporary design. It will probably cost as much as $ 35,000 
without furnishings. To finance its construction, if we "south of the Elbow 
and up the hill" residents show that we have a strong desire for such a builde 
ing and the resolve to ensure its coming to be, we can expect that the Diocese 
will make available a $ 10,000 loan (on realistically helpful terms) and that 
Christ Church vestry will authorize the expenditure of $ 15,000 on this project. 
That leaves us having to raise $ 10,000 on our own hock; indeed the loan and 
Christ Church's investment will be conditional upon our giving promise of 
being able to pay cur share of the costs. 


To do your part now please be prepared to support the proposal-in-principle 

set cut above, On our behalf the Christ Church vestry will put to the Church's 
annual general meeting a resolution embodying this proposal. The meeting, 

with the annual dinner, will be held in the Christ Church hall next Monday, 
January 24. Dinner is at 6230, the meeting starts at 8:00 pom. Canon Crumpts
